Your letter and the package containing the 
three medals at hand. In this country foreign 
medals bring next to nothing as few collectors are 
after them and in consequence they bring next to 
nothing in auction sales, About the same proposition 
acplies to American medals. 


The medals made during the Renaissance, if they 
can be proved genuine, bring fairly good prices as 
these ave collected from the art standpoint, ‘Some of 
the modern foreign medals also bring good prices but 
medals from 1700 to about 1900 bring very little. 

I doubt if you could get from any source more than 
25¢ or 50¢ each for your medals. 


In Germany such medals would not bring more 
than three marks. They might bring 10, 25 or She in 
& gale in this country.
